“You r u tmost en deav or, backed by high an d u n selfish pu r­ 
pose, will be requ ired to brin g this stru ggle to a triu m phan t con - | 
elu sion ,” he told the gradu atin g cadets.

the part of a frequenter of nig h t 
rlubs is shown arisin g in the m orn­ 
ing , g oing to the mirror and stick­ 
ing out his tong ue and looking at it 
more or less ruefully. 
The old fam ily doctor used to 
use the tong ue in this way. I culled 
from an old medical book the s u g ­ 
g estion that a “ b eefy ” tong ue oc­ 
curs in chronic inflammation of the 
bowel or liver; that a "fu rred ” 
tong ue means nervous prostration 
if the fur is brown; if the tong ue 
is dry with fissures, the condition 
is g rave; lig ht fur means an irri­ 
tation of the stom ach; yellow fur 
m eans liver derang em ent. 
If the 
tong ue is red along the center it 
means 
intestinal 
irritation; 
if 
g lassy, it is very unfavorab le; if 
it is brig ht red it indicates g astric 
inflammation and if it is red and 
cracked it means kidney trouble. 
Since these are about all the kinds 
of tong ues there are, if you follow 
this system and depend on your 
tong ue, you are pretty certain to 
be suffering from som ething . 
F ortunately all this tong ue lore 
has been g iven up as m isinform a­ 
tion, but to a certain exten t the 
tong ue is the mirror of the sy s­ 
tem. 
The g eneral conditions in 
which the tong ue show s character­ 
istic chang es are the anem ias, de­ 
ficiency diseases and a few g enera! 
fevers, such as scarlet fever. 
"Raw, red tong ue, raw red g u t ” 
is a colloquialism which indicates 
that in many of the anem ias the di­ 
g estive tract is disturbed throu g h ­ 
out its whole course. N early any 
kind of anem ia show s itself in the 
first part of its course in a sore, 
red tong ue, often with little pain ­ 
ful blisters on it. As the disease 
prog resses if no treatm ent is ad­ 
ministered, the tong ue 
becomes 
small and atrophied so that the 
little papillae are smoothed out. 
The vitam in deficiency diseases 
often show up in the tong ue first. 


This 
is 
true, 
for 
instance, 
of 
pellag ra in all of its varieties, 
w hether early or full-blown; also 
in other form s of vitamin B de­ 
ficiency. 
The 
well-known 
sore 
tong ue of the S out h e r n m ountain­ 
eer who used to spend the w inter 
eatin g salt pork, molasses and corn 
pone was a sam ple of this. 
The underside of the tong ue 
probably show s jaundice before it 
can be seen in the w hites of the 
eyes or the skin at all. The yellow 
discoloration of the tong ue is the 
m ost delicate test of jaundice. A 
well-known diag nostician has e sti­ 
mated th at there are tw en ty d if­ 
ferent g eneral conditions of the 
body which are reflected in the 
tong ue. 


B ut the old, “ furred" tong ue is 
really not of any sig nificance at 
all. I am sorry to disillusion the 
Hollywood diag nosticians, but it 
is no real indication, pro or con, of 
a hang over. The nig ht club habitué 
may feel like the dickens all over, 
but his tong ue will remain clear 
and normal. 
It is true, how ever, 
that chronic alcoholism produces 
chang es in the tong ue in about 60 
per cent of cases. 
Most qf these 
are due to the deficient diet w’hich 
the alcoholic eats. 


Q U E ST IO N S AN D A N SW E R S 
J . M. D .:— “ Is there any d if­ 
ference between a g oiter and an 
enlarg ed thyroid g land? W hy does 
a non-fun ctioning thyroid cause 
one to be stou t? W hat keeps the 
g iand from fu n ctio n in g ? ” 
A n sw er: T he g eneral nam e for 
an en larg em en t of the thyroid is 
goiter, but there are m any d if ­ 
f e r e n t kinds. 
A non -functioning 
th yroid causes a person to he s tout 
because the fun ction of the th y ­ 
roid g land is to keep nutrition run­ 
ning continuou sly at a definite 
level. T his m eans that it causes 
foods to be burned. When it does 
not function the food accum ulates 
in the tissu es in the form of fat. 
A non -fun ctioning thyroid g land 
st ops fu n ction in g because the cells 
of

thyroid 
atrophy.
